Dr. Johnson snys, "tliougli mines of gold 
and silver should be exlmusted, ni.d the 
species mado of tbom lost; ihongh diiw 
mends and pearls should remain conceal- 
ed in the bowels of the earth and the 
womb of the sea ; though commerce with 
strangers bo prohibited; though all arta.^ 
which have no other object than sploncf- 
oor and embeHi.shment, should be nbols 
isbed ; yet the fertility of the earth 
alone wooid afiford an nbuudiuit supply 
for the OCOBBions of an mdustriouB 
people by fornishing subsistence for them 
and such armies as Biiouh) be mustered in 
their defense." Since the days of Dr. 
Johnson BClence has done much for ogri>- 
culture; not only are the impiements 
used In tho cultivalioo of the soil increase 
ed in number, variety and usefulness, but 
chemistry has taught us tho kind of vcgcs 
tation best adapted to a particulor soil, and 
and the artificial preparation of the eoil 
for any particular class of vegetable 
by tho nddilion of mineral or or- 
ganic constiiucnts. Tiie latter ad- 
vance in agricultnral science is in a 
great measure only npi>licablc to old 
and aellled countries, us in Eu- 
rope and tho longest settled States of 
America, where the soil has boon ex- 
bftDsted by continuuUB cultivation for 
many years. In u now Colony like 
oars, eneh arlificial enrichment ol tho 
soil is unnecessary. Tho mountainous 
character of the Mainland of British 
Columbia makes the impoverishment 
of the Bcil a rery remote possibiliiy ; 
atmospherio action, in causing tlio 
rooks to crumble, oonlri bates a new 
Bopply of ingredients for the earth to 
replace those eliminated by tho crop 
Ot tho previous year ; our noble rivers 
and rippling brooks all fl twing to tho 
seaboard, bring down thoiriich bur- 
den of alluvium, that is left up> n tho 
banks to bo distributLd over tho lami. 
In no part of ibis Cok ny do those 
advantages exist to a greater extent 
than in tho valley of tho lower Frusor. 
Tlio Inud is wonderfully ricli in all the 
elements of teriility, and yields a rich 
return with comparaiivily liulo toil. 
Kioh in every conHtiiueiit ior uiTialn, 
it is equally adapted to root crop-', and 
the rich grasses that spring up apontano- 
onsly make it of immenao value as a cat- 
tle raising district ; the butter and cheese 
prodaoed in that s-'otioM having aU 
ready acquire 1 cdlobrily. The foot.< 
bills o£For splendid pasturage to sheep, 
but the farms are still infested Tvith 
wolves and oayotos (although they are 
rapidly being destroyed) which makes 
Iho exleufiion of sheep farming iofs 
rapid than it wouid oihorwiso b-. 
Hogs thrive famously and pay wi ll ; 
wild roots arc abundant, and tho miiMi 
is everywhtro plentifal in tbo foi 
CBtH. Uorned cattle liavo alromly 
increased to considci'ablo immborii, and 
those adu[)tt;d lor l^rocding c ;ininand 
high prices. Who cannot nco in all 
this a cornucopia whence pleiiiy in all 
that mukc'S a couriliy bajipy and pron- 
porous will flow in an ondlc jiH struani '/ 
From Ibei CO this Island will draw its 
supplies ct most arlicles of food. Wo 
have tracts of fine land on Vancouver, 
sufficient, whan brought under tha 
plough, to feed ton times tho popula- 
tion we have at present ; but wo are 
eiseDlially, and will continue to bo, a 
commercial, mining and maritime 
comniunily, and in course o( lime tho 
population of this Island will be so 
donso as lo make it almost wholly (le~ 
pendent on the Mainland for the prime 
necoBsarioH of life. Thus the two sec- 
tions of tho Colony will be oiought 
into tho closest relationship; and will 
go hand in hiuul on tbo bi;^diway ol 
prosporily, each being to oaoli tho aid 
and Buslainor in ihooloinenls moyl re- 
quired. Whiit apily it in that tho in 
duatrious thousands in the lirilish Isles 
oanilOlbo attracted liitberward ; the 
climate, the soil, tho configuration of 
the country, are all most lavorahio to 
the British race, and vastly auporior in 
every essential lo anything attainable 
by people ot modoiato inoanB in thoir 
own country. If Ihera was »ny portion 
of this country wbiuh vo desired to 
dcscribo as a means of attraction lo 
Englishmen, it would Im tho lower 
Fraser vailoy, where to many tiionsS^uild 
of acres aro lying ready lor the plou>^li; 
with a noblo river flowing by, offorinj^ 
tho easiest and cli"!ipnRi, mode of con- 
yoyauco for the farmer's iirodneo 'IMiis
